Tue Hamburg Chamber of Commerce in its 
annual Report iesued: last month is pleased 
to be able'to atnto that the improvement in 
trade to which it drew attention laut year 
hag made further progress. Oommerce 
more particularly has shown ranewed activity 
andenterprize. A prominent feature in the 
development of German industries has been 
the tendency to, combine. Thus a fusion of 
the principal dye-stuff worke has taken 
place, whilet the coal syndicate has been 
renewed on a broader basis, for a further 
period of twelve years. The Chamber sees 
no reagon to change its opinion that com- 
_ pinations have under present circumstance, 
“come to be of vital “jmportance, to many 
trades.” At the. same time it is bound to 
admit that there is a reverse to the medal, 
and that, to quote an example, the granting 
of, considerable concessions in prica to 
forcign buyers of raw materials or. half 


finished goods by aome of tho syndicates. 


may in wany cases seriously handicap home 
emakers in’ competing in markets abroad. 
Moreover the power gradually acquired by 
some of the combines haa become so great 
as to verge on & wonopoly. The State hus 
therefore considered it ita duty to interfere ; 
the Hibernia case, of which our Hamburg 
correspondent. has given the history in 
his letters, being an instance” of this. 
“It is much to be regretied that the new 
tariff, by raiaing the duties on most articles, 


. will tend to increase thé difficulties of 


foreign competition at home, and thereby 
render leas effective: one of the few chocks 
that exist on the greed of monopolists: 


Satisfuction is expressed that neither the 
war in the Far Enst, nor the rising of the 
natives in Eouthwest Africa, nor other 
untoward events of lesser magnitude have 
materially affected the course of improve- 
ment. Certain branches of trade havo of 
course suffered through tho war, but others 
have been benefited.. The necossity bhow- 
ever of u clearer definition of the meaning of 
contraband of war and other points of 


A international Inw, after pence stall have 


been concluded, has become imperative, 
The rising of the xatives.in south-west 
Africa bas, commercially speaking, beén of 
little importanea, ita effecta having been 
confined ty Germany. 

_ A simultaneous revival of trade io Great 
Britain (which is gradually recovering 
financially and commercially from the 
offect» of the Boer war) dnd in France, has 
greatly contributed to the improvement in 
Germany, The United States, too, have 
rallied ina remarkably short time from the 
depression prevailing there at the closo of 
last year ; whilst tho demand for goods from 


‘| most of the republics of Central and South 


America,.upon which the export trade of 
Hamburg depends to s0 great an extent, is 
decidelly more active. : 

Attention is drawn to. the growing ten- 

‘dency of German manufacturers to enter 
into direct relations with buyers abroud. 
This may. be advantageous and, justifiable 
in come cases, but on the whole it is to be 
deprecated, a8 industrial firms are not in a 
position to obtain the same reliable inforni- 
ation as to the standing and solvency of 
their customers, and as to their require- 
ments as merchants, who have their corres- 
pondeuts all over the different countries. 
. Owing to the war, the Trans-Siberian 
railway has not exercised that stimulating 
effect on trade which was expected last year, 
On the other hand the financial difficulties 
under which China was’ Jebouring at that 
time seem to have disappeared and ao large 
business has been dove with that empire, 
principally’ in textile fabrics, metals and 
coal, although the growing competition of 
the United States and Japan is making 
itself keonly felt. The import trade from 
China is suid to have been, on the, whole, 
satisfactory, due partly to the abundant 
yield of the Ton crop; but it has been some- 
what hampered’ by the rise du the prico of 
silver and the demand for -the Japanese 
and Russian armies which for some articles 
cnused values to ndvauce far beyond those 
ruling ‘in Europe. The Customs ‘receipts 
have profited by the increase of imports. 
Future prospects are considered good, pro- 
vided pence and quiet can be maintained in 
China, : : 

The fears entertained at the outbreak of 
the war that trade with'Japan would come 
to n standstill, have not been realised to any 
greit extent, although at first exports were 
suspended and imports suffered from the 
additional war dutics. 
resumed on the old scale, and as the finances

of the strain caused by the war, and as the 
rice crops have turned out well, the economic 
conditions of the country appear favourable, 
“Trade with Corea has also been satisfac- 
tory owing to the abundant yield of the rico 
crop and the supplies required by the armies 
in the field. The railway between Fusaa 
and Sevul which, thanks to the wonderful 
ene y of tae’ Japanese, hus lately been 
opened, will, when no longer monopolized 
by the military, prove of the greatest ad-

established by the Hamburg American Line 
some time ago is doing well. , Of Kioutchow 
‘little is said beyond that the Shantung 
railway, when finiabed, will open up that 
province, the sineral. wealth of which is 
well known. ‘The freight market has not 
shown much improvement. In fact tramp 
steamers have dene rather worse than last 
year, as the regular linea, owing to the 
many advantages they offer to shippers of 
goods, ara monopolizing the business more 
and more. They have no reason on the 
wholeto complain of the past twelve monthe. 
They continue to extend their sphere of 
action in every direction.. The international 
convention of suiling-ship owners concluded 
last year, has fully auawered the purpose for 
which it was formed ; the decline in freights 
has not only beenarrested, but an advance has 
beda established pretty well in all quarters. 
The war in the Far Hast, by creating on 
additionaldemand for freight room,has given 
an opportunity to some Hamburg companies 
and private owners tosecure good charters 


and to dispose of many of their older vessels 
on favourable terms, On the other hand 
neutral’ shipping has’ suffered serious in- 
convenienca coupled with considerable losses 
in many instances, at the hands of* the 
belligerents, in consequence of the uncertain 
atate of international law.

POLICE TIME WASTED. 


A casa is reported from Teimcbatsoi which 


goes to show how the time of the Police is 
wasted by the furnishing of false reports, A 
Swede namod Michuolsen on Sanday last called 
at the Yaumati Police Station avd reported to 
Inspector Macdonald that four ricsha coolies 
had assaulted him with bamboo poles, leaving 
him ‘insensible on the ronda, where he lay for 
two hours before recovering consciousness. 
When he did recover, he found that between 
$16 and $17 had been stolon from his person. 
Inspector Macdousld began to investigate 
matters, but finding that the supposed sseault 
Ind occurred in Inspector Langiey’s district, 
passed the’ case on to him, Inspector 
Langley caused inquirios to be made, which 
resalied in it being proved in the Swedo's 
presence that his report was false, Has engaged 
aricsha coolie to take him to Hunghom, and 
when he reached his destination was unable to 
pay his fere. It was farther proved that at tho 
time of the supposed assault he was in’ honse 
of ill-fame. When confronted with this 
evidenco, he admitted that his report was 
folee, and stated that he had only $2 when he 
left his place of abode on Hongkong side, and 
this he spent at the Criterion Hotel before 
taking the forry across. It seems a great pity, 
seving the waste of time of Polico Inspectors 
and detectives in searching for supposed 
marunders, thot in a case of this description the 
Police have no power to prosecute. ;.

STATEMENTS OF THE PRISONERS. 

Chan Chung ond Tsang Hop were again 
placed bofore Mr. H. H. J, Gémportz ot the 
Police Court yosterday afternoon, to auswer 
olharges of murdor dnd arson proferred aguinat 
them in connection with the fire which 
ocourred at Hollywood Bond some weeks ago. 
Mr, F, J. Badeley, Captain Superintendent 
of Police, prosecuted, P. C. Chan Youk 
declared: Shortly after two o’olook I pasaod 
No. 168, Hollywood Road. I had walked 
on for about three minutes when I heard Police 
whistles. Thore were no signs of fire when J 
passed No. 168, I wont bask when I heard the 
whistles. and saw that the place was on fire. It 
was burning too fiercely for mo to try to put it 
ont, ' 

Dr. Hunter, recatlod: When I oxamined the 
bodies they were not identitied by any 
relatives, but Lnspector Gourlay was there, and 
gave their names. : 

Cheung Pang-on, Sergeant Interproter, gave 
evidence os to charging -tho-piisoudrs in the 
Charge ‘Ruom at the Central Station, after 
which hoe cantioned them in tho usual ‘way, 
when thoy wade the following statemonta:— 

Chan Chang, in answer to the charge of 
orson, said:—"'I have nothing to say.”

In reply to the 
charge of murder, he said :-~“ I did not set fire 
to the houses. The heat from the fire woko me 
ap, Chan Chung got up first. ‘I ran ont into 
the street, where I was arrested. I did not hear 
any explosion, I went to bed at 10 p.m. on the 
night of the fire, blowing out all the lamps in 
the shop, That night, I was wearing the same 
clothes as I havo.on now. I ran out of the shop 
carrying a pair of ahoesin my hands. There 
wore no empty kerosene tins in the shop on the 
night: of the fire, neither were there any lights. 
Chief Chinese Detective, In Po, recalled: 
On the night of the fire the defendants were 
wearing the same clothos as they are wearing 
now. ‘Tho second defendant had uo shoes on. 


From the sppearanco of their eyes, they did not 


look as though they had been asleep.

This is 5 claim for $11,991 damages sustainod 
by tho plaintiff firm, of Bonham Strand West, on 
aceount of the defendants’ non-dolivery of yarn, 

ond. : 

The Hon. Mr. E, H. Sharp, K.C., instructed 
by Mr. John Hastings, appearod for the plain. 
tiff firm; ond Mr, H: E. Pollook, KC, 
instructed by Mr. R, F.C, Master (of Messrs. 
Jolinson, Stokoa nnd Mastor) for the defondante: 

The Hon. Afr. Sharp, in oponing, said :-— 
‘Lhoro are gevon contracts between tho plaintiffa 
and the defendants ; and this action is to recover 
damages for non-delivory of. yarn andor those 
sovon similar contracia of aslo. Tho plaintiffs 
show that theso contracts wore made on throo 
dates close togethor, the Sth, 17th and 20th of 
Decembor 1903. ‘Tho first of these contracts is 
for 200 bales, at $109 por bale, of which the 
plaintiff got 167 bales only; aud 300 bales at a 
slightly advanced price, $1004, which the dofen- 
dants were mable to deliver in any part. On 
the 17th Decombor thore wore fivo contracis. 
Altogethor these added 700 bales which tho 
\plaintifis wore anable- to deliver; and on tho 
20th Decomber Uhere was one contract for 500 
bales which the, defendants did not deliver. So 
there waa a total of 1,700 bales of which the 
dofendants have only dolivered 167, leaving 

1,533 still due. Tho contracts were oxpressad 
to befor cargo in godown, but, as ‘it turned 
out, tho defendants had only “ paper cargo,” 
and nothing, or at any ralo no great sniount 
in tho godown. ‘I'hat is ta say,’ the defendants 
ontured intu the contracts for tho sale of yarn 
whies thoy had not got, speculating on the state 
of tho marke: whoa they should havo to 
dolivoy, and:tho market wont against them. 
Tho Sprico rose, aud the defendants were 
unable or unwilling to moct their obligations. 
Thoy wero unablo to go into tho 1 arket and 
buy this large amount of yarn, in order to 
satisfy the plaintiffs, at the contract price. Wo 
shall prove a rise in tho market after the date of 
the contract, In January. 1903 the markot price 
was about $116 pur bale, s very considerable rise’ 
from $199 por balo. In the midilo of February 
there was a slight relapse on account of the war. 
In tho middle of March the price was again SIL6; 
and before the end of March it was. $120. 
Thoneo to the timo of the issua of the writ, I 
do, not understand it hed fallen below $120} 
but it might have gono down a little, to 
81194. And this, ss wo shall show, is the 
causo of tho trouble. It is important to 
observe what is the usual way of getting 
Aelivery undor snch contracts. We shall prove 
that when the buyer wants instalments of the 
goods ho writes delivery orders on the seller, 
and the’ sollor . gets a godown warrant: -that is 
with godown cargo. Tho goods wore exprassed 
to bo nctually in tho godown, and the buyor gots 

his goods on the spot. . . 

His Lordship—Ia your casa that the defendant 
ig not bound to deliver unless asked for delivery P 

Counsel—Yes, that is so, Just s few impor- 
tant inutanees:—Five daysafter the first contract 
was mado, on tho 18th Decembar, 1903, we de- 
manded delivery of 108bales, by sondinga delivery 
‘order; and tendered the money for them at the 
contract prico, $109.. The defendants had no 
gouds or said they had none in the godown. 
On this- point’ it is rathor important 
to mention’ thet tho defendants gave our 
messenger an order upon two other merchants 
with whom they said they had contracts, Our 
messenger wout to the shop of those-two.othor 
morchants, and tho orders were dishonoured, 
Tho dofentants consequently returned to the 
plaintiffs the plaintiffs’ original order, I shall 
prove thet a vwory large numbor of similar 
requests, altogether about thirty, for delivery of 
foods, were made during the next few wooks. 
Sounictimes the defendants dolivyered o little 
yarn, and these small amounts totalled 167 
bales altogother. Gonerally the defendants 
said they Lad none. They said that they 
oxpoctad yarn ; it was coming; they would jaro 
it soon, This ran on till March; and tho tinal 

demand by the plaintiffs wos on the 11th April, 
when they ‘wore tired out. Regarding the 
contrac.s, dolivery was, according to thy usual 
custom, to bs on demand during three months. 
Astwo blanks wero leftin the form of contract, 
the custom applios. “Tho contract is headed 
“Godown goods.” “With goods not applicd 
for till after the expiration of tLree months 
$3 is oharged on each bale of yarn. That is, if 
wo do not demand delivery within three montis, 
wo have to pay 85, and godown rate thon 
onward rons st onr expense. ‘Sixty conts per 
bale por nionth, or two cents per day, is the 
customary rate charged after the expiration 
of three months to cover godown oxponses, 
insoranoe and intorest. Tho position is this:— 
the seller undortakes that the goods aro in his 
possession deliverable on demand; and the bayer 
is in a position that he may take delivery at any 
time.. within three months without further 
charge, aud if ho does not take delivery within 
the three months, and the seller continues to 
hold the goods for him, then the buyer will 
become liable for the charges I mentioned. 
Tho buyer cannot, though, ‘be held liable for 
thoge extra chargos-if tho sellor has not got 
the goods, as is the case for the defence. The 
seller cannot charge him insarance ote. for 
goods he has not got. : i 
Biz Lordsbip--The requirement to pay 5 
deposit shows that the goods must be there. 
Counsel—Yes, he says“ Very sorry, I have'nt 
got tho goods; you can break the contracy 
if you like.” Can * then charge insuranceand

-was on important interview betwoon the 
parties, On that day thomanoger of tho plointift 
firm ond several othor merchants similarly 
situated, unable to gat yarn ontof the defendants: 
callod on the manager of the defendant com- 
pany, and requested him to deliver yarn 
for tho thirticth or fortieth time, Tho defendant 
managing partnor explained that thoy could not 
deliver, as their. own vendors, Yunnan mer: 
ohant-, had made default undor contracts with 
them, He thon enid they hopsd.to ba ablo to 
deliver in o fow days, and “proposed ta tho 
inti x that ho shoald take over 
these contracts (with the Yunnan merchants) 
instend of the yarn. This offer wos declinod, 
because the plaintiffs hod already had every 
order on theso ssme merchants dishonoured 
orders by the dofendants—ond know that 
the dofendanta would have got delivery long 
ago if tho gocds woro obtainable. The cargoes 
wore in fact “paper cargoes.” Subsequently the 
broker wont round to tho morchanis and 
found in fnot they had no yarn. On the 4th 
March, the following day; the broker, Chau 
Pun Son, obtained s list from the plaintiffs 
of ali the yarn due undor the contyacts 
and took it to tho defendants for their 
perusal, On tho Mth March there was another 
important, intertiew between the partis. 
The mantging partner of the defendant com- 
pany had Fad tho list and invited the plaintiff 
menagorand other merchants to dinner ot 5 
“restaurant. Tho defendant had a friend of hia 
own and all the rest prosent wore morchants in 
tho. plaintiffs’ position.. Tho matter was fully 
discussed at that dinnor and the dofondant 
admitted liability, ns always he had dono, but 
anid they could not doliver. Tho plaintiffs’ 
manager asked the defendant to bay from the 
so-callet foreign Grms, as thove was plenty of 
yarn in the Colony, though, of courso, the price 
was up, Tho dofendant declined saying that ho 
hoped to have yorn ina few days. After this 
dinner the purtios wore in almost daily commu- 
niestion through the broker, Tho plaintiff con- 
tinnaly requested delivery, as thoy wanted yarn, 
and the defendants constantly procrastinated. 
Ou tho Ist April the plaintiffs asked for 
9@ bales, and the defendants, as nsnal, said 
they bad nove; bat they said that somo 
friend of theirs, the Kwong Loong Chung, 
had 26 bales. Thorefore tho plautiffs reducod tho 
delivery order and made out o fresh one for 25 
bales, and the defondants then gave thom an 
order on the Kwong Loong Chung for 25 balos. 
This order,as usual, was dishououred. ThoKwong 
Loong Chung had not.any, 80 the. defendants 
returned the original delivery order. On the 
llth April, I pass over othor roquosts, the 
final demand was made, The plaintiffs being 
tired of waiting, a clork went to Mr, 
Hastings, and then that -same morning, 
accompanied by Mr. Hastings’ clerk; wont to 
see tho defendants, und demanded a number of 
bales under the contract dated the Sth Decembor 
The man said he had not got any, and wanted 
them to take over the contracts of other mer- 
chants; hehad no yarn, Thereupon Mr. Hastings 
wrote a.formal demand and threatening action, 
and the forbearance the plaintiffs had ;hitherto 
shown’ ceusod. ‘The importance of this is that 
it not only shows the date the plaintiffs’ for- 
bearance ceased, but that the defendants up to 
this time did not mate any suggestion ‘of 
non-lisbility. This suggestion, mentioned for 
tho first time inalettor from Mossrs. Johnson, 
Stokes and Mester, clearly emanated from a 
Tnwyer's clerk. - 

His Lordship:—It comes to a question of 
fact. ‘Waos the defendant-asked and did not 
deliver, or was it that tho plointiffs did not ask P 

Counsel-~That is so; and if a buyer st 5 
seller's request temporarily forbears to insist on 
the delivery, the damages ultimately for non- 
dolivery are calculated on the market price when 
the buyer withdraws his forbearance. Tho 
plaintifis did so when they refused to grant 
further indulgence, when their clerk went to 
the defendants with Mr. Hastingy’ clerk. We 
could have commenced on action every time they 
rofused, but took it asa request and forbore ay 
they said they expected goods in a few days. 
Tho questions for Your Lordship, I submit, aro 
only two and very simple :— i 

1—Did the plaintiffs demand delivery of the 
goods in these contracts? I will prove that they 
did constantly and the defendantsconstantly pro- 
crastinated. ‘The defendants submit thut the 
plaintiff, holding these highly favonrnblo con- 
tracts, abaudoncd all rights. There can ba no 
doubt that they were highly favourable con- 
tracts, owing to the vise in-the market. 

2—Did the market price rise after tho dates 
of these contractaP Weshall prove that it did 
and immediately after, and very considorably. 
The defendants deay any rise at all, but I think 
the evidence on these questions can ouly: be 


answered in the plaintifis’ favour, and that the 
plaintiffs will be entitled to judgment. 


Evidence was led. 
The caso. was adjourned.

R. M. Rabortson deposed I. arrived here 
on the llth inst., and received orders from 
the agents, Messrs. Dodwell and Co., to pro- 
ceod to Sasobo, Onroturning on board I found 
tho crow in possession of this nows, and at 9 
p.m, the defendants cama to me individually 
and flatly refused to proceed to Japan. 

By the Court : They gavo mo es 9 ronson that 
the ahip was carrying contraband, I am carrying 
coal to Snsebo. 

Witness continuing : I reported:the cireum- 
tances to the Doputy Shipping Mazter who came 
.onbonrd my ship the following morning nnd 
endeavoured. to persuade the crow that by tio 
terms of their agreements they were compelled 
ty» proceed. I bronght the mon before Your 
Worship this morning, in your office, when they 
recoired similir advices to that given by the 
Deputy Shipping Master, 

Askod by tho Court what thoy had to say, R, 
Unmblia, the quartermaster, stated: I have made 
up my mind that under no circumstances will 
I go to Japan, 

Tho other dofondants said the samo, 

His Worship, in summing up, said:—Your 
caso is quite unlike any provious one I have 
dealt with, in connection with the carrying of 
contraband. Hitherto there has been demur 
on the part of cartain crews owing to their 
vessels procecding to belligerent ports, whore 
3 certain amount of risk was attached to the 
service, In theso cas-s this fact has beou given 
due consideration. in this instance, howover, 
it hss (proviously’ to your being brought 
into- Court), been. very" fully explained to 
you that in proceeding to Sasebo you are at 
tho presant timo undor no risk whatover. By 
the terms of your agreement you have no 
right to refnso, and if you persiat you will 
simply. bo laying yourselves open to panishmont. 
I will give you a final opportunity to change 
your minds, and if you declare your willingness 
to servo, I have no doubt 1 so Master will with- 
draw the charge. . 

Tho mon proved obdurate, and His Worship 
sentenced each of the defendants to two months’ 
imprisonment. :

Tho Captain then produced tae Articles of, 
Agrooment, showing where the signatures of 
defendants wore attached.” Tho servico on the 
Articles included Japanesa ports. : 

J. Jorgeson, to tho Court: We wish it to bo 
understood that thisis not 2 charge respecting 
tho provisions, but that wo gre not willing to 
proceed to Japan.” ; .
